Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C- 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Chen et al (US 2004/0169746 Al) . 

Chen et al discloses in Fig. 2, CMOS array 6 in a single 
integrated circuit 20, that comprises the substrate of a 
semiconductor material (IC 20, [0023]) , imaging array formed in 
said substrate and having a plurality of picture elements 
(pixels) each pixel being adapted to receive light and convert 
the light to an electrical signal (CMOS sensor array 6) , said 
imaging array having an output port for providing the electrical 
signals from the pixels representing an active video image (an 
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output terminal is inherently included at the CDS 44 so as to 
provide pixel signals to buffer 22, [0027]), first circuit 
formed in said substrate and connected to receive the pixel 
signals and for analyzing the pixel signals in-real time to 
provide a defective pixel output signal indicating if any one 
pixel of the plurality of pixels in the imaging array is 
defective, as the pixel is being processed to generate the 
active video image (defective pixel filter 34 is formed on IC 
20, where the filter receive and analyses a pixel in real time 
so as to provide a defective pixel signal as the pixel is 
processed to generate the video image signals, [0025], [] 0028 
and [0031] ) . 

3- Claims 2-11 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims .
